April 21.—Fifteen 
members of a Northwestern’ Pacific 
railroad section , working at the 
mouth of Ort Creek, a mile north of 
Fort Seward, were cought in an eight- 
foot culvert today by the rush of 
water when a dam broke. The men 
were carried into the Eel River. Four 
are dead and missing, six are injured, 


and five escaped unhurt. 

The dead are Barney Carrigan, 
aged 45; James Carrigan, 26; Thomas 
Clark, 25, and Shanner, 4°. 

In order to clean the debris from 
the culvert the section crew had con- 
structed a dam at the upper end of 
t uct. While they were dig- 
a — gravel and earth from the 
upper end of the culvert and wheel- 
ing it out, the dam broke without 
warning and with a deafening roar. 
Five men who were working at the 
lower end of the culvert had time to 
escape ahead of the rush of water 


working at the upper end were caught. 
The five who escaped saw their com- 
panions hurled half way across the 
Bel River by the rush of water. Six 
were subsequently dragged ashore, but 
four others are believed to be buried 
under the debris at the creek mouth 
a few yards below the culvert. 

Four men, under the leadership of 
Foreman Lee Sileck, spent several 
hours rescuing the six. One of them 
was carried a mile down stream by 
the swift current before his com- 
panions could drag him to the bank.

PPARY'S BREAK 


PEEVES BRYAN. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Secre- 
tary Bryan sald yesterday that before 
criticising Rear-Admifal Peary's re- 
cent speech on possible territorial ex- 
pansion of the United States he had 
written the admiral for verification of 
his revwearks and received an authen- 
ticated copy. Mr. Bryan's comment 
on the speech as given out at the 
State Department was in part as fol- 
lows. 

“Rear-Admiral Peary, epeaking at a 
Republican banquet in New York re- 
cently, said: 

“"We cannot stand still A hun- 
dred years hence we shall either be 
obliterated. as a nafion or we shall 
occupy the North American world 
segment.. The advantages of {free 
epeech are 60 great that we are com- 
pelled to accept with these advantages 
the evils that follow from 4n occa- 
sional abuse of the privilege by per- 
sons sufficiently prominent to secure 
publicity for their views. It is to be 
regretted, however, that a man known

indifferent to the effect which his ut- 
terances may have upon this country’s 
relations with other nations. 
“Admiral Peary does not, of course, 
claim to be tuspired—he is simply ex- 
pressing his private opinion, but his 
name uhfortunately gives wings to 
his words. He fixes 100 years as the 
period during which it will be neces- 
sary for this government to secure 
control of the continent or disappear. 
Such a prediction trom an obscure 
man would be foolish; from one in

Aged Painter of “The Christ” 
Bringing it Here. 


To Show Famous Picture, His 
Life Work, at Church. 


Strange Pilgrimage of Great 
Artist Ends Tomorrow. 


Actuated by the same religious fer- 
vor that bullt the great cathedral 
churches of Europe and consecrated 
the best blood of an age to the cause 
of the Prince of Peace, Darius Cobb, 
octogenarian painter and scriptural 
and historical scenes and groups, will 
arrive here from Boston tomorrow 
with his masterpiece, “The Christ,” 
to exhibit it Sunday evening at the 
Firet Congregational Church in the 
interest of a modern evangelism in art 
and religion. 

Fervently devoted from his 
up, Cobb at 17 yeare of age 
resolve to consecrate his life to the 
work of painting such a concept of 
Him of Galilee as would awaken an 
age of scoffers to reverence for the 
man who taught the highest code of 
morals that this earth has ever seen. 
Now. in the twilight of a life that 
has been filled with honors and with 


not for gain but as a silent call for a 
country’s devotion. 

Through the dark and bloody years 
of the Civil War, In which he saw dis- 
tinguished service in the Forty-fouth 
Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry. Mr. 
Cobb carried his sense of consecra- 
tien to a well-loved task with him. 
Before his first engagement in that 
war, according to his own published 
account, he pledged himself in prayer 
that, if his life were spared, he would 
paint the Christ as his masterpiece.

HIS NOTED WORKS. 

Mr. Cobb t# aléo a noted painter of 
historical scenes and of portraits. His 
“Washington on Dorchester Heights” 
is in Continental Hall, Washington; 
“The Boston Tea Party” and the 
“Bvacuation of Boston” are in the hall 
of the Ancient and Honorable Arti!- 
lery Company, Boston; while his por- 
traits of Gen. Israel Putnam, Gen. 
Benjamin F. Butler, Abraham Lin- 
colin, Ralph Waldo Emerson and 
others brought high prices. Mr. Cobb 
also made the great historical paint- 
ings for the Tullertes Hotel, Boston, 
and the “King Lear” for the Metro- 
politan Operahouse. 

Perhaps best known of his paintings 
ie “The Final Tribute of the Last 
Comrade,” an impressive representa- 
tion of the surviving veteran of the 
Grand Army of the Kepublic decorat- 
ing his comrades’ graves for the last 
time,.while the host of those who 
fought for the North descend from 
heaven beneath a rainbow of peace, 
led by President Lincoln and the con- 
quering generals. 

These paintings brough Mr. Cobb 
both money and fame. But in spite of 
these, the resolution taken as a youth 
remained ever uppermost in his mind 
and what cunning of hand and vision 

obtained was merely prepara- 
tory to the delineation of the Prince 


For over sixty years Mr. Cobb con- 
centrated his study on character in 
the faces and eyes of men of the high- 
est devotion that the final effort to 
portray his conception of t Christ 
might have a vital. and lasti note, 
For thirty years he painted at inter- 
vals on the head, but not until he 
reached his eightieth year did he con- 
centrate his efforts on the completion 
of his life work. 


UNVEILS IT HERE. 


The result was a line, not an 
effeminate Christ, as too many of 
the old masters, and the decision to 
devote the waning years of his life to 
exhibiting the picture in churches, 
alone, and to tell why he painted it. 
The unvelling of the picture here will 
have both historical and sentimental 
Interest, as Mr. Cobb received the 
advice and criticism in his work of his 
good friends, Henry W. Longfellow, 
Phillipe Brooks, John G. Whittier, 
Mrs. Julla Ward Howe and others. 
Mr. Cobb is coming here at the 
solicitation of Dr. Morris H. Turk, 
pastor of the First Congregational! 
Church, who became acquainted with 
his plan of evangelism in art and re- 
ligion while on a visit to Boston last 
year.
